The Eastern Division is practically 
one of villages. Of our thirty-four 
centres in which Corps are establish-' 
ed, twenty-eight have a population of 
less than 9,000. Yet these places are 
large compared with some of the 
hamlets, miles away from the nearest 
town or railway station, to which the 
Motor-Battery and the D.C.'s car find 
their way. 

■ "The thing that is so encouraging," 
said the StafT-Captain, "is that the 
more we go the more they seem to 
want the Army. Especially in the 
winter do they welcome us, for they 
are more dull then than ever, shut in 
by the short daylight hours and the 
hard weather." 

It was largely the fruit of the win- 
ter work that we saw during tliis 
short but inspiring campaif^n.

One of the Trophies 

The tireless young man cycli.st in 
the Aniiy cap who keeps up with the 
cars is one of the trophies at the 
vigorous new Outpost, which is the 
most evident result of the winter's 
work. He was a pilot in the air force 
during the war. Hear his testimony; 
"The Army Captain was standing in 
the street alone talking (N.B. — he had 
stood alone six weeks!) and I was 
listening.

The darkness deepens; in the public- 
house outside which we stand lights 
gleam luridly, and we catch a snatch 
of drunken song, but its usual patrons 
for the most part are not within 
to-night. A wonderful quietness falls 
upon all — it is a crowd in the very 
mood to listen, and the StafT-Captain 
takes hokl of her unique opportunity 
with power. One can sense the ac- 
ceptance of her quietly reasoned and 
appropriate words; and in the closing 
song, sung with us b.v so many, her 
earnestness of spirit has been very 
definitely communicated to the intent- 
ly-listening people. Even after the 
henenietion they seem loth to turn 
away.

But 
"give it 'em" as they might "Where 
tv.'o or thrcE ave gathered together in 
My name, there am I in the midst of 
them."

Amid a perfect hurricane 
of groans and shouts the Captain 
essayed to play a tune on his battered 
comet. Scarce had a note sounded 
than a jug of water is hurled from 
a nearby window, drenching instru- 
ment and Captain togcthci-.

An in- 
terval of waiting, and then I have the 
luck to be admitted. "Like herrings 
in a barrel" is my thought. The Exe- 
ter Hall is crowded to the limit. The 
General, tall, spare, hair greying, red 
jersey, whistle in hand, is in com- 
mand.

ment. The General start.s up, and 
beckoning to the Band say.';, "Now, 
Captain, you've talked long enough.

Shouts of Greeting 

To-day the gathering has a special 
significance. Mark to the Hallelujahs, 
Note the shouts of greeting. Observe 
the warm glow from the face of our 
beloved Leader. The climax of that 
scene is approaching. Look, marching 
■■hrougli n multitude of almost delir- 
iou.oijr cheering Comrades the warriors 
from Torquay, Eastbourne, Brighton 
and most important of all. Worthing, 
go up to the General to receive heart- 
felt expressions of appreciation for 
their splendid loyalty to the Flag. 

A • news paragraph of that time 
gives the explanation: "At Worthing 
the Meeting was positively turbulent. 
The lassies of the Salvation Army 
were dragged along the sands by the 
hair of their heads.

the Carlisle drink experiment. It 
makes good reading: 

"The public houses are owned by 
the Government, and the manage- 
ment is advised by men representing 
the counties and city councils, the 
justices, and other bodies. Since 
State management was introduced, 
the number of licenses has been re- 
duced from 119 to C5. All advertise- 
ments of alcoholic liquors have been 
removed, and teas and food of good 
quality and at cheap prices have been 
made available. The managers are 
not allowed to push the sale of liquor, 
and investigations are made if there 
is an increase in the amount sold 
. . . Boys and girls can obtain food 
and tea and coffee without going near 
the bars. The Chief Constable, an im- 
partial observer, states that sobriety 
has increased in the district. The 
scheme has proved economically sound. 
Three-quarters of the capital cost 
has been paid oiT out of surplus 
profits." 

This experiment should be carefully 
watched. 

Friday, 7th.— Mr. Baldwin's de- 
fence, in the House of Commons last 
iiighc, of the subsidy to the "coal- 
owners, etc., and a £10,000,000. vote. 
It seems to contra<liet every principle 
of our economic history. And even so, 
I do not for a moment think that ten 
millions will be sufficient.

all crooks bear visible earmarks of crooked- 
ness, and fraud."

The slogan is terse and expressive; 
"Before you invest — Investigate."

see for himself what was really need- 
ed. As a result the Doctor, assisted 
by Captain (Nurse> Rains, Captains 
Waters, Hoddinott, and Eacott, to- 
gether witli several Cadets, wa.s 
given charge of several wards, with 
accommodation for about 2(50 patients. 
At fir.st those they treated were not 
badly wounded, but later more serious 
casualties arrived. 

The men mostly heloRg to Marshal 
Peng's aimy, an<l it is of intere.st to 
learn that all who come in contact 
Mith lhe.se soldiers are impressed with 
their gooil behavior and the noticeable 
lack of bad language amongst them. 

Captain Beney, of T'ai An Fu, 
wTites that all the missionaries of 
that city were engaged in caring for 
the wounded. Both Captain and Mr.s. 
Ecncy are tiained nur.ses, and their 
skilled assistance lias been highly 
appreciated. 

Adjutant Cheesman, of Jen Ch'iu 
Hsien, has also been bu.sily engaged 
in similar spi-vice, which lie was aslced 
to inidei'take by .some of the leading 
men of the city. 

Writinj^ to a comrade Officer in 
Cin.ida, Captain Grace Hoddinott thus 
relates some of Iier experiences since 
going to China: "I was sent out to 
the Iia.'-.c ho!:pitaI for Ccncrul I'"fij(;"-i' 
army (o help look after the soldier 
hoys there. This place was very hailly 
organized and soldiers were dying 



wound, putting a gauze drain in the 
place where an eye used to be, run- 
ning a plugging in one side of a 
boy's arm and pulling it out on the 
other side, dressing a foot from 
which the toes had been removed, in 
fact, dressing wounds in all sorts of 
places. We have about two hundred 
men to look after with our own Doc- 
tor and- nurse. A Chinese orderly 
looks aftei- their ordinary wants, food, 
etc., and we see to the dressings. 
Just imagine! It certainly is a great 
experience, I never saw such sights 
in my life before. 

"I do wish you could he here. Of 
courjj'o it is very difl"erent from liome, 
and there are many inconveniences, 
but it certainly has a charm all of 
its own for me, and I think would 
have for you as well. 'We are very 
comfortable here at the language 
.school. The language is coming along 
slov.'lv. I have not had much of it. 
First there wei'e the Clnistmas ac- 
tivities and then the work with the 
SoMier boys. I don't know whether 
I told you before that we live rijjht 
next to the Training Garrison, and I 
often hear the Cadets singing at 
pra.vers and lectnros, and also hear 
them as they come in from their 
Corps. It all brings hack old memories 
and the happy times we had together 
in the Canada 'W'est Training Gar- 
rison. 

"'I'liere are £onio ver.v nite iiyoiilc 
liore who have made inc feel \cry 
much at home, espoeiall.v the Cana- 
dians. We are justilike one big family," 
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God the infant daughter of Brother 
and Sister Hall. Mrs. Coombs gave 
the address, and this was a real bless- 
ing to our souls. In the afternoon the 
Colonel and Mrs Coombs visited the 
Company Meeting and were given a 
hearty welcome hy the children. The 
Salvation Meeting at night was a very 
happy and blessed timt. Captain Gar- 
nett and Coombs rendered a duet, 
"The City Foursquare," and the Col- 
onel enrolled three Comrades as Sol- 
diers under the AiTny Flag. His ad- 
{Iress following tiiis was an earnest 
appeal to the unsaved.
